HB 27: Deregulation of Professions and Occupations

HB 27 addresses excessive regulation and reduces barriers to entry for professions under the Department of
Business and Professional Regulation (DBPR), while continuing to protect the public health, safety, and welfare.

The bill reduces regulation by:

e Removing the following professions from DBPR regulation:
o Interior designers, hair braiders, hair wrappers, body wrappers, makeup applicators, nail painters,
boxing announcers, and boxing timekeepers.

e Removing the following professions and entities from DBPR regulation, but generally retaining each
profession’s standards of operation, as well as civil and criminal causes of action:
o Labor organizations and business agents, talent agencies, and

o Barbers (from 1,200 to 600), restricted barbers (from 1,200 to 325), nail Professions Subcommittee
